27. (Currently Amended) The method of claim 1 wherein the one system component 
is a user text messaging accoimt destination displaying information p e rtin e nt related to the mef 
r e qu e st processing and fulfillment request er4ee.

76. (New) The method of claim 75, wherein, the personalization aspect further 
comprises, one or more settings for selecting layout of the digital photographs. 

77. (New) The method of claim 76, wherein, the personalization aspect further 
comprises, a setting for selecting one or more fulfillment formats of the digital photographs, the 
one or more fulfilhnent formats comprising, slides, prints, and an album. 

78. (New) The method of claim 77, wherein, the personalization aspect further 
comprises, a setting to select one or more preferred means of notification of fulfillment, the one 
or more preferred means comprising, voice, text, mobile device, PDA, email, and web-service. 

79. (New) The method of claim 78, wherein, the personalization aspect, further 
comprises, a set of adaptable settings defined by user behavior. 

80. (New) The method of claim 1, wherein, the customization aspect comprises, a 
setting to select a physical hardcopy fulfilhnent, a vendor for hardcopy fulfillment, or a physical 
pickup of hardcopy fldfillment 

81. (New) The method of claim 1, wherein, the customization aspect fijrther 
comprises, a setting to select one or more non-physical means of receiving the fulfilhnent. 

82. (New) The method of claim 1, futher comprising, fulfilling said processing and 
fulfillment request to complete processing and fulfillment of the single-event 
instantiation. 

83. (New) The method of claim 81, wherein, the processing and fulfillment request is 
completed without using a software application, a web online service, or a traditional shoppmg 
cart ordering model. 
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84. (New) A method, comprising: 
identifying a user using a computing unit; 

acquiring a digital image captured by a digital imaging device; 
generating a provisioner comprising a set of settings for the identified user based on a 
profile aspect, a personalization aspect, and a customization aspect of the identified user, 
wherein the profile aspect is manifested as an RDFOWL instance; wherein: 

the personalization aspect includes a set of predetermined user-selected image 
processing settings for modification of the digital image; 

wherein, the personalization aspect further comprises, one or more settings for 
identifying over developed or under developed digital photographs 

the customization aspect includes a set of instance-specific settings that govern 
fulfilhnent of the digital image; 

automatically performing a single-event instantiation process, said single-event 
instantiation process including associating the user provisioner with a processing and 
fulfillment request; and 

wherein the the single-event instantiation process is automatically performed in 
response to verification of the user and acquiring the digital image. 

85. (New) The method of claim 84, wherein, the personalization aspect is manifested 
as an RDF/OWL instance. 

86. (New) The method of claim 84, wherein, the customization aspect is manifested 
as an RDF/OWL instance. 
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87. (New) A method, comprising: 
identifying a user using a computing unit; 

acquiring a digital image captured by a digital imaging device; 
generating a provisioner comprising a set of settings for the identified user based on a 
personali2ation aspect and a customization aspect of the identified user, wherein: 

the personalization aspect includes a set of predetermined user-selected 
image processing settings for modification of the digital image; 

the customization aspect includes a set of instance-specific settings that 
govern fulfilhnent of tiie digital image; 

automatically performing a single-event instantiation process, said single- 
event instantiation process including associating the user provisioner with a 
processing and fiilfillment request; and 

wherein the the single-event instantiation process is automatically 
performed in response to verification of the user and acquiring the digital image. 

88. (New) The method of claim 87, wherein, the personalization aspect is manifested 
as an RDF/OWL instance. 

89. (New) The method of claim 87, wherein, the customization aspect is manifested 
as an RDF/OWL instance. 

90. (New) The method of claim 87, wherein the processing and fulfillment request is 
sent to a plurality of system components operable to process the request, wherein, the plurality of 
system components commvmicate via a network. 

91. (New) The method of claim 90, wherein the plurality of system components 
communicate via a secure connection utilizing encryption for at least a portion of the processing 
and fulfillment request. 
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92. (New) The metiiod of claim 90, wherein the plurality of system components serve 
multiple purposes in performing one or more tasks of the processing and fulfillment request. 

93. (New) The method of claim 90, wherein the plurality of system components 
process multiple single-event instantiations of the processing and fulfillment request, each 
mutually independent from each other. 

94. (New) The method of claim 90, wherein one system component of the plurality of 
system components is a server offering one or more different processing and fulfillment 
behaviors. 
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95. (New) A method, comprising: 
identifying a user using a computing unit; 
acquiring a digital image captured by a digital imaging device; 
generating a provisioner comprising a set of settings for the identified user based on a 
personalization aspect and a customization aspect of the identified user, wherein the 
personalization aspect is manifestated as an RDF/DAML instance; wherein: 

the personalization aspect includes a set of predetermined user-selected image 
processing settings for modification of the digital image; 

wherein, the personalization aspect, further comprises, a set of adaptable settings 
defined by user behavior; 

wherein, tiie personalization aspect further comprises, a setting to select one or 
more preferred means of notification of fulfillment, the one or more preferred means 
comprising, voice, text, mobile device, PDA, email, and web-service; 

the customization aspect includes a set of instance-specific settings that govem 
fulfilbnent of the digital image; 

automatically performing a single-event instantiation process, said single-event 
instantiation process including associating the user provisioner with a processing and 
fulfillment request; 

wherein, the processing and fulfillment request is sent to a plurality of system 
components operable to process the request, wherein, plurality of system components 
communicate via a network; 

wherein the the single-event instantiation process is automatically performed in 
response to verification of the user and acquiring the digital image. 
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
